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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Election filed June 29, 2009. Applicant elected claims 55-71 

without traverse. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of claims 55-71 in the reply filed on June 29, 2009 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 55-71 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 55, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claim microscopy 
system specifically a fourth beam path from the second display to the second ocular to enable a 
second observer to observe the object and a second image displayed by the second display in 
superposition by looking into the second ocular and the controller configured for processing the 
first electronic input image and the second electronic input image for combining the processed 
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first and second input images to generate a second electronic output image and for supplying the 
second electronic output image to the second display. 

The remaining claims depend from claim 55 and are allowable for the same reasons.
